Ivy Hawke Completes Passage of Strait in 19 Hours 
Frank Perks Gives 
Up Attempt to Cross.

Dover, England, Aug. 19 (A.P.).—Miss 
Ivy Hawke swam the English Channel 
from Cape Grisnez, France, to Dover, 
completing the ordeal early this after- 
noon after being in the water 19 hours 
and 16 minutes. 

Miss Hawke, whose home is at the 
Beach resort of Brighton, is the four- 
teenth to accomplish the swim since 
Capt. Webb’s conquest in 1875. 

She started from Cape Grisnez at 
9:46 o’clock last night under the most 
favorable weather conditions. Soon she 
was overhauled by Frank Perks, of 
Birmingham, who took to the water at 
10 o‘clock. Perks, however, became ex- 


hausted and quit at 
morning. 

Miss Hawke swam a slow but power- 
ful stroke and her crossing was un- 
eventful except when she suffered a 
cramp for a time. The hardest part 
of the feat was after she had entered 
St. Margaret’s Bay, under the cliffs of 
Dover, when contrary currents forced 
her to extend herself to the utmost to 
make land. As she touched the rocks 
at Hope Point, east of Dover, she fell 
back exhausted but quickly recovered 
when she was taken aboard a tug. When 
the tug reached Dover Miss Hawke was 
able to land and walk unaided up the

Stressing the mercy, benevolence and 
mighty love of God rather than His 
majesty and power, F F. Bosworth, who 


‘has Just completed a five-month evan- 


gelistic campaign in Chicago, yesterday 
opened his revival meetings in Wash- 
ington with two services at the Wash- 
ington Auditorium.

Offenses by Pedestrians. 


The most deleterious offense of the 
pedestrian is his practice of running 
counter to the policeman’s signal or 
the traffic light at busy intersections. 

Plunging into the moving stream of 
motor cars, he forces their drivers to 
swerve dangerously from the path that 
1s theirs by right, or so slows them as 
to create the unsafe conditions that 
are the concomitant of congestion. 

This situation ts created hundreds ol 
times daily at intersections in the 
business district with an effect upon 
raffic that is deplored by every ele- 
ment interested in its betterment, 

While this action on the pedestrian'’s 
part presumably is taken at his own 
risk, it is based itn thousands of cases 
upon a conviction that the motorist 
will yield his rights. 

This autocratic attitude is held to 
place an undue burden for street safe- 
ty upon the motorist and since punl- 
tive action against the pedestrian 1s 
proscribed here, the only remedy is 
pointed out as self-reform on the lat- 
ter’s part.

It was his initiative that brought

Richard Burdon Haldane, created 
irst viscount of Cloan in 1911, was 
born in Scotland in 1856 of an old 
Scotch family He was educated in 
Edinburgh University and later studied 
philosophy at Goettingen, Germany, 
where he first acquired his eagerness 
in the pursuit of German thought. He 
was possessed of ample means, but 
early entered the law, where he made 
his name distinguished as an advocate 
and jurist.

jendence, 

It is impossible for any jurist or statesman 
‘9 state the limitations of the Monroe Doctrite, 
‘ust as it is impossible fo* one to fix the limi- 
_ations of the ‘“‘war power* ~” Congress and the 
‘resident. The doctrine is, whenever neces- 
ary, a part of the war power. The Constitu- 
lon is silent on the subject of war power, 
yecause the framers concluded that it would 
‘e impossible to set limits upon the acts of a 
iation engaged in a death-struggle for its 
xxistence. The only known limit of the war 
sower is the limit of the determination of the 
\merican people to survive and maintain their 
ndependence. Fix the limit of this determina- 
ion, and it will indicate the limit to which 
‘he war power, including the Monroe Doc- 
.rine, may be extended. 

In academic circles much brain matter is 
expended upon the question whether the 
United States, in adhering to the Kelogg 
treaty to renounce war, is not bound to 
abandon the Monroe Doctrine. How can it 
enforce the doctrine in the last analysis with- 
out going to war and thereby violating the 
treaty? A pretty question, indeed, for 
academic discussion. In the realm of practical 
life, “in the corrupted currents of this world,” 
all that any nation needs to do is to test the 
question. It will find that the United States 
will defend itself. If its defense involves the 
application of the Monroe Doctrine the doc- 
trine will be on hand.

USE OF FINGERPRINTS. 

Some branches of the Government have 
resorted to the fingerprint to protect them 
from the employment of escaped criminals or 
undesirables who may have criminal records. 
Notably is extensive use of the system being 


made by the Coast Guard, which because of 
its widespread liquor combatting activities 
must take no chances on its personnel, 

There are agencies of the Government 
established off the beaten tracks that have 
offered excellent refuge to fugitives from the 
law. Application of the fingerprint system 
should serve as a bar to them in the future. 

As there is a national and international 
exchange of fingerprint records, adoption of the 
system by Government agencies will aid in the 
apprehension of criminals.

Most of the damage iff several States dur- 
ing the great Mississippi Valley flood was 
caused by tributaries and not by the Missis- 
sippi itself, This was notably the case in Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma, but Missouri anid 
Louisiana also suffered from the overflow of 
tributary rivers. Effective control of 
Mississippi would not have prevented these 
floods in tributary streams. They did their 
damage before they reached the Mississippi. 

President Coolidge is studying the report 
of the flood control board. Until its recom: 
mendations are made public it will not be 
xnown what extent additional legislation 
may necessary. It seems probable, how- 
éver, that additional appropriations will be 
nade in order to push as vigorously as pos- 
sible the protective works that are approved 
by the board.

ASSAULTS.

ing by a policeman of a negro, and the other 
lurning on the complaint of a man who claims 
he was assaulted by the police while watching 
a liquor raid. 

These are the only two cases that have be- 
come public. In recent months there have been 
reports of similar happenings, and complaints 
have been made by citizens who claimed they 
were assaulted by the police. 

When Policeman Busch was slain more than 
a year ago the public was outraged, and police- 
men were urged to be more aggressive in their 
own defense. Now it appears that some police- 
men have gone too far in the other direction. 
The public will not, of course, tolerate unlaw- 
ful violence by the police. 


CHINESE RESEARCH. 


One of the first acts of the Nationalist gov- 
ernment of China is to provide for’a Chinese 
research institute, modeled upon the ideals of 


the Smithsonian. Its object is to promote re- 


searches in geology, paleontology, zoology and 
botany. The investigation will be carried on 
in the various provinces and will supplement 
the beginnings of such research as have been 
made by scholars who find in China a rich 
field for exploration. Seeking to prevent fur-: 
ther violation of tombs, which has threatened 
to reach proportions such as marked the 
nineteenth century in Greece, the Chinese 
will be careful as to the auspices under which 
archeological enterprise is carried on. 

Dr. Chi Li, the first scientist to be appoint- 
ed to the new research body, expresses him- 
self as especially interested in the discoveries 
of an antiquity for the Chinese nation even 
beyond that which is commonly attributed to 
it. Only five years ago the Swedish archeolo- 
gist, Dr. J. S. Anderson, unearthed in the 
provinces of Honan and Kansu bone and stone 
implements and pottery which clearly indi- 
cated the existence of a hitherto unknown era 
in the history of the country. There was sug- 
gested also that in those prehistoric eras ma- 
terial made in Mesopotamia and Persia was 
brought as far as China. In those early times 
there was probably more communication be- 
tween far parts of the earth than has been 
supposed. In Marcus Aurelius’ time there 


was an established commerce between China 
and Rome. 


WORLD TARIFF COMITY. 


Although the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion has always before it the bearing of any 


“proposed schedules upon world trade relations, 


this is a wholly different matter from the fan- 
tastic idea which has found support among 
some foreign groups in behalf of ‘‘a world 
comity tariff.” By this is meant, as far as 
the idea has been given tangible form, that 
the United States and other countries should 
frame their tariffs with respect to their bearing 
in the international field. 

It is unthinkable that the United States 
would seek to ascertain in advance the prob- 
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able effect of a proposed tariff rate upon tie 
internal order and prosperity of a foreign 
nation. So far as it may concern itself in the 
ultimate effect of its tariff upon other nations 
its attitude is that which is natural in a buyer. 
On the other hand, it does uot ask of othe 
powers that they shal] enact tariff regulations 
with a view of théir effect here, except that 


they shall not be discriminatory. 

The matter of tariffs and their application 
does not need traversing to stigmatize the ac- 
tivities of those who, having drunk from the 
well of ‘Geneva theorists,”’ are blatoant in de- 
manding the surrender of American righte.

OSTRACIZING DIFFICULTIES. 


An eminent clergyman has recently said 
that there are no problems in religion—that 
individual loads them upon himself, All so- 
called problems in_religion, he holds, are noth- 
ing other than impeded opportunities.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
What to do with criminals is becoming 
a very serious problem in the States, 
and it also affects the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The jails and prisons are 
full. Many of them are overcrowded. 
The criminal class grows much more 
rapidly than does the population. It 
is estimated by those who have made 
a study of it, that only one convic- 
tion occurs to 65 homicides. Yet with 
this the prisons are crowded. The homi- 
cides in the United States average 
more than 30 a day. Burglaries, bank- 
robbing, holdups are hourly occur- 
rences. Bootlegging has been a fruit- 
ful source of crime, while gang mur- 
ders constantly increase. 

Our prisons do not reform criminals. 
A pardon or parole is too often only to 
turn loose a man bent.on living by 
crime. ayor Thompson of Chicago 
declared. before he took office that he 
would rid Chicago of criminals in 90 
days. The time limit expired long ago. 
Instead of being driven out they have 
become bolder than ever. It is al- 
leged that more than 60,000 crimes 
committed in Chicago have been con- 
cealed by the police.

The Jefferson Davis Case. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: Mr. 
J. B. Jaques is mistaken in one state- 
ment contained in his letter appearing 
in The Post of August 15—1. e., his 
statement to the effect that when Mr. 
Davis was admitted to bail “there the 
whole matter died.” 

Bail was allowed in May, 1867, after 
President Davis had been kept in prison 
two years. Thereafter his counsel, in- 
cluding Mr. Charles O’Conor, continued 
to press for the speedy trial guaranteed 
by the Constitution of the United 
States; but the Government continued 
to delay, as it had done during the two 
preceding years. In March, 1868, ten 
months after ball allowed, yet another 
indictment against Davis was returned, 
in addition to the several indictments 
before bail, charging “treason,” &c. 

Late in 1868 counsel for the defense, 
at the suggestion of Chief Justice Chase 
to a moral certainty and after more 
than three years of fruitless effort to 
bring the case to a trial, moved to 
quash the indictment on the ground 
that certain provisions of the four- 
teenth amendment to th¥ Constitution 
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of the United States ipso facto termi- 
nated the pending prosecution. On this 
motion the trial court at Richmond 
was divided, Chief Justice Chase favor- 
ing the motion, his associate opposing. 
Whereupon the question was certified 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States; but that court never ruled upon 
the motion, because of the intervening 
proclamation of amnesty by President 
Johnson, (See the yolume, Chase’s De- 
cisions, Johnson’s Reports.)

When ihe food chan.ber remains ¢t 
50, the baby’s milk can be kept witu 


safety well. into the second day. At 
temperature 45, the baby’s milk, and 
for that matter >trer toods, wil) keep 
as long as there is uny practica! neces- 
sity for keeping chem At temperature 
40, foods will keep a: 1ong as there is 
any advantage in «repping them. 

Under household conditions, fods 
kept in refrigeraters become soiled by 
handling, or wilt, 1 ‘ose crispness—for 
one reason or another i. se their appeal 
after severai days 0 the refrigerator. 

Nothing is gained ia a domestic re- 
frigerator by ‘eepinus the food cham- 
ber under 40. Tho greates: strain put 
On the task of keeping jhe food cham- 
ber cold is that which comes from 
opening the doors; unless attention Is 
paid to keeping the doors tightly clos- 
ed, the temperatu‘e of the food cham- 
ber will not stay down 

Other points to corsider: 

COST OF OPERATION—While the 
ability to maintain low temperature in 
the food chamber outranks al! other 
qualities of a refrigerator, the cost of 
operation is important. Some refrig- 
mrators ure ice.eaters; some operate eco- 
nomically. The difference is largely one 
of insulation. A refrigerator that is 
sect near the stove, or in any other hot 
place, is certain to be an ice eater 

DRY NESS— Dryness of the food cham- 
ber is sometimes advantageous and 
sonictimes otherwise; under domestic 
conditions it matters little one way or 
the other. If @ refrigerator sets in a 
100m where the air is saturated with 
ateam, and the doors of the food cham- 
ber are repeatediy opened, molsture 
will form on the inside walls regard- 
less of the make of the box. 

AIR CIRCULATION=—In a sabia 
imuulated box the doors of which are 
kept tightiy closed, there will be no 
citculation of air. If a refrigerator is 
cold in one part and warm in another, 
there will be air circulation. Alr cir- 
culation is not a matter of great im- 
portance, thougi there is some little 
advantage in not having much alr cir- 
culation; the aroma of onions does not 
make milk attractive. 

SMOOTH, WHITE, INTERIOR FIN- 
ISH—Miik is kept in containers, foods 
that touch the wali of the food cham- 

are cooked before being eaten; 
nevertheless, cleanliness of the walls 
is desirable for more reasons than one. 
Any walls can be kept clean, but 
smooth, white, impervious walls are 
more likely to meet high standards. 
Therefore, th is some advantage in 
having a *relrigerator with white. 
smooth, impervious walls in the food 
chamber.

and a bid by Second Hand; 
and (2) Fourth Hand, after a bid by 
Dealer, followed by two passes. An In- 
formatory double in the Third Hand 
position is less advantageous than 
when made Second Hand because the 
partner of the doubler has passed and 
therefore it is not as probable that he 
will have cooperative strength apt to 
produce satisfactory results, as in the 
case in which he has not had an oppor- 
tunity to declare When West doubles 
South's (Dealer's) bid, East will averace 
better support for the double than 
South will when, after South's initial 
pass, North doubles East’s bid. 

The Fourth Hand position is espe- 
clally disadvantageous for a double be- 
cause in that case the doubler is sitting 
on the bidder's right (generally called 
under the bidding in the other two 
cases the double is on the bidder's left, 
over the bidder). Kings, which probably 
would be winners when held on the left 
of a No Trumper, are apt to be losers 
when held on the right of the No 
Trumper,

3,000,000 Tourists See 
National Parks’ Beauty 


An indication that American tourists, 
flocking to Europe annually for several 
years, are turning greater attention to 
the scenic beauties of this country in- 
stead, was given in figures issued yes- 
terday by the Interior Department.
